Washington, Feb. 26. — (UP ) — 
President Coolidge today signed the 
$387,811,000 federal 
tax reduction 
bill at lo : 2 2 A. M. today, making 
it a law. 
The ceremony of affixing the pres­ 
ident’s “Calvin Coolidge” 
in 
his 
round, scrawlin g hand, was without 
pretense, except that caused 
by 
a 
corps of camera men. 
Mr. Coolidge 
waited patiently until the 
camera 
men told him they were ready. 
He then picked up 
a 
pen 
and 
wrote his first name. 
He put down 
the first pen, picked up another and 
wrote “ Coolidge.” 
The president then 
handed 
the 
first pen to Senator Smoot, republi­ 
can, Utah, cha irm an of the senate 
finance committee, and the other to 
Representative 
Green, 
republican, 
Iowa, chairm an of the house 
ways 
and means committee, which d r a f t­ 
ed the measure. 
Cameramen then rushed up for a 
close up and after they had ta ken a 
score of pictures, the president rose 
abruptly and said: 
“T h a t ’s enough now'. 
If I let you 
go on you would be here all day.” 
Among those present were Senator 
Simmons, democrat, South Carolina, 
r a n k in g member of the finance com­ 
mittee; Secretary of the 
Treasury 
Mellon, Director of Budget Herbert 
M. Lord, Representative Tllson, re­ 
publican. Connecticut, 
house 
floor 
leader; Representative Garner, Tex­ 
as, r a n k in g democrat on th e house 
ways and means committee, and Ev­ 
erett Sanders, the president’s secre­ 
tary. 
The ceremony was held up for 15 
minutes because of the tardiness of 
Senator Simmons. 
The law exempts 2.300,000 “ little 
fellow's” who paid income taxes last 
year from filing retu rn s or paying 
taxes this year and reduced income 
taxes generally. Automobile, admis­ 
sion and other excise taxes are cut 
heavily, many of the w ar time “ nu i­ 
sance” taxes being repealed. 
The 
gift tax is abolished and inheritance 
and surtax rates are materially de­ 
creased, maxim um of 
each 
being 
placed at 20 per cent compared with 
a former 40 per cent. 
# 
The bill w ent through congress in 
record time of 80 days. 
Nearly all provisions are effective 
at once, income tax rates applying 
on 1925 incomes returnable March 
15. 
Most im portant non-revenue pro­ 
visions of th e measure is repeal of 
income tax publicity, placed in the 
law in 
1924. 
Hereafter am ounts 
paid cannot be published. 
New law known officially as the 
“ revenue act of 1926” 
will 
raise 
$2,365,189,000, according to treas­ 
ury estimates, compared w'ith 
$2,- 
749,000,000 u nder the 1924 law in 
th e calendar Year 1926.

Georgetown, Del., Feb. 26.— (UP) 
— H arry Butler, negro, convicted on 
F eb ru ary 8 of criminal assault on 
Elnora Steinmetz, 12 year old white 
girl, of Bridgeville, was hanged in 
the yard of th e jail here at 10:04 
A. M. today. 
The h a nging 
attracted 
a 
large 
crowd, many of whom had been In 
th e th r o n g t h a t threatened violence 
to the prisoner at his trial in the 
Georgetown court house on February 
8. 
At th a t time the troops were 
called out and tear gas bombs used 
to drive the mob back. 
While Butler was asleep durin g 
th e early mornin g hours at George­ 
town, a crowd of 1,000 including a 
number of young 
women, 
paraded 
th e streets about the jail, 
singing 
and shouting. 
It was evident th a t 
many persons in the crowd had been 
d rin k in g and while there was 
no 
gun play, th reats were made by many 
persons. 
Shortly before daybreak the crowds 
tirin g of the endless parade around 
the jail, obtained crowbars and 
a 
gate leading to a yard a b u t tin g the 
jail yard was pried open. 
T he yard 
was in stantly filled with the mob 
while others forced a gate of the 
yard leading to the enclosure where 
the scaffold had been erected. 
R u n ­ 
ning through the yard IOO or more 
men climbed a sta irway leading to 
the court house and took up points 
of vantage on the roof of th e build­ 
ing. 
Sheriff Johnson and other of­ 
ficers drove the men out of the yard 
and then roped ofT the alley ways 
leading Into the two yards th a t had 
been entered. 
The trap was sprung at 10:04 and 
Butler 
was 
pronounced 
dead 
at 
10:16. 
When Butler was brought 
to the scaffold crowds on the roofs 
of buildings nearby shouted, “ There 
he comes!” and when the trap was 
sp ru n g they yelled, “ There he goes!”

As the successful type of young m anager, Bucky Harris, pilot of the 
W ashington Senators, was the first mentioned hut. it was pointed out that he 
yet has to show any great ability in developing players. 
Eddie Collins was nominated as a prospect and Rogers Hornsby was 
mentioned for a prom ising future. 
“I (bink you all have overlooked the hest one of all, the sm artest young 
m anager in baseball 
George Slsler,” a veteran American league m anager 
said. 
“Sisler,” lie continued, “is not only one of the greatest of all players, a 
well educated and intelligent young fellow but he is a natural leader and 
bas has an appealing personality, 
He knows baseball and baseball players 
and above iii! lie is a team builder. 
Just keep your eyes on that fellow. And 
keep your eyes on bis St. Louis Browns next year.” 
After two deals during the winter, in which It looked like Sisler had out­ 
sm arted Bucky H arris and Miller Huggins, the Browns have become one of 
the most formidable team s in the A m erican league and a real pennant con­ 
tender. 
Sisler showed his first good judgment, when he braved the criticism of 
the St. Louis population by trading Urban Shocker, then one of the hest 
pitchers in the league, to the New York Yankees. 
Shocker was not satisfied in St. Louis and had his eyes on the New York 
Yankees, a club that had sent him down the river years before. 
Sisler knew 
well that Shocker was a great pitcher hut he felt that he was not a great 
pitcher for St. Louis and de decided to make the best deal he could for him. 
The Yankees wanted Shocker not only because he might win a lot of 
gam es for them but for the reason that he always had been effective against 
them. 
Alter a lot of negotiation Sisler persuaded the Yankees to give him Joe 
Bush, the veteran and two youngsters, Gaston and Giard. 
At the time it 
didn’t look like St. Louis got any the better of the deal hut Shocker had a 
very bad season with the Yankees and Giard developed into one of the best 
youngsters of the season. 
Bush didn’t like it in St. Louis and didn’t get along well with the m an­ 
agem ent so Sisler decided he would do better elsew here and put him on the 
block. 
Bucky H arris took him to Washington for Tom Zachary, the veteran 
southpaw and Ballou, one of the best young prospects in baseball, 
Z achary 
probably will win as many gam es for the Browns as Bush would and there 
is no way to tell what Ballot! will do. 
After these two deals it develops that Sisler got four pitchers for Shocker, 
a veteran good for a sta rter or a relief pitcher and three very prom ising 
youngsters. 
Then the young Brown m anagers slipped up behind Miller Huggins and 
handed him a fast one when he traded George Mogridge, veteran pitcher, 
for Wally Schang. 
No one in New York has been able to figure since then 
w hat Huggins wanted with a pitcher that he had tossed aside several years 
ago for a postage stamp. 
Schang Is still a good catcher and he ought to help along a lot with the 
young Si. Louis pitchers and there are good om ens around Schang.

tim e he has been traded he took along a pennant with him. 
Sisler, by sm art trading, has built a team th a t ii* the most improved in 
the league and if ho doesn’t have any had luck next season—look out!

HEAR OF COUNTY 


County Treasurer S. R. Adair Speaks 
of Duties of His Office And 
Answers Many Questions 


OTHER OFFICERS HEARD FROM 


New Court House Paid For in Full 
Next July And Old Court House 
Bonds Retired Too 
“ Small but select,” might properly 
describe the audience that greeted c 
R. Adair Thursday afternoon at th 
F ebruary meeting of the League ot 
Women Voters at the Chamber o 
Commerce. 
The chairman, in apolo­ 
gizing for the small-sized audience, 
stated th at it probably represented 
th e good women swimmers of Brain­ 
e r d - the crossings being practically 
unfordable. 
Mr. Adair looked over 
the audience and stated that he was 
perfectly satisfied. 
Perhaps, in that 
brief survey, he saw most of the w o­ 
men who stand for progress and city 
betterm ent in our community. 
Or 
perh&ps lie realized that those who 
were there had come because they 
were interested in the subjct he was 
to present. 
The first question Mr. Adair was 
given was: “ What are the duties of 
county 
officers?” 
Instead 
of 
a n ­ 
swering 
this 
question 
himself, 
he 
had asked each of the county offleei - 
for a type-w ritten list of Ii is duties. 
The first list read was that of com. 
ty auditor. 
Mr. 
Adair said: 
"Mi'. 
Malilum 
speaking,’’ and th en pro­ 
ceeded to read the list of ii is d u ­ 
ties. 
When h e had finished, an i n ­ 
terested 
auditor 
said: 
“ Well, 
ho 
seems to have enough to do.” 
Tin. 
next list of duties were those belong­ 
ing to Sheriff Reid. 
Questions r e ­ 
garding fees and emoluments con­ 
nected with t Ii is office were so n u m ­ 
erous that it looked as if there might 
be a woman 
candidate for sheriff 
this spring. 
But when they found 
out that the sheriff, or his deputy, 
was required to attend every public 
dance in the county, outside of th° 
cities and villages, the job didn’t 
look so alluring. 
An interesting distinction between 1 
his duties as the mere registrar of 
deeds and the difficult job of passing 
upon the validity of titles was made 
by Mr. Trommald who stated th a t in 
th e case of valuable ore properties 
the latter responsibility fairly made 
him shudder. 
The most painful duty th a t the 
coroner might be called upon to p er­ 
form was to arrest th e sheriff, an I 
act in Ii is capacity should such an 
emergency ever arise. 
Questions rega rding salaries and 
special 
fees 
brought 
out 
the 
fact 
t h a t no Crow W ing county offfc**- 
could receive more t Ila ii $3,600 in 
compensation for his services, whe­ 
th e r in the form of fees or salary. 
Mr. Adair stated that next July, the 
new7 court house would be entirely 
paid for, and the bonds for the old 
court house would also be retired, 
In answer to a question regarding 
the slow 
retirement of the 
latter 
bonds, Mr. Adair gave an interesting 
bit of county history, which led tin 
reviewer to investigate the m atter 
still 
further. 
Tile 
women 
fairly 
gasped when Mr. Adair stated that 
th e county voted $100,000 bonds to 
build a logging road that has since 
become the Minnesota arni I n te r n a ­ 
tional, and th a t only three men in 
Brainerd voted against th e bonds. 
T h a t fact, of course, indicated that 
the circumstances were exc eptional 
and they were. 
In the early nine­ 
ties, it was proposed to move the 
small 
sawmill 
at 
Gull 
River 
to 
Brainerd, install modern machinery, 
enlarge it and make it, in fact, one 
of the largest ami most up-to-date 
mills in the country. 
Little Fails 
heard of the proposal ami made a bid 
for the mill, so it was up to Crow 
W ing county 
to out-bid 
Morris rn 
and get the mill for its own county 
seat. 
So they bonded themselves to 
th a t extent to build the road to s u p ­ 
ply tile logs for this mill. T h a t debt, 
and one about one-fourth as large 
for tile Kindred darn, made the coun­ 
ty commissioners sweat to find suffi­ 
cient revenue to pay the interest, 
without establishing a sinking fund 
for the retire m ent of bonds. 
The discovery of ore was c e rta in ­ 
ly a boon to this county, which now 
has an assessed valuation of some­

The

trib ution

that the county spends more than 
twice as much for education tha n for

schools' share is 11.3 mills, the o t h ­ 
er county expenditures 20.4 mills. 
Although tho S tate tax is high com­ 
p a r 'd to what it once was. it is still 
comparatively 
insignificant, 
being 
only 8.2 mills. 
One happy fact 
that 
Mr. 
Adair 
pointed out was that the one mill 
road tax. 
for the improvement of 
county roads, brings into this coun­ 
ty almost twenty thousand dollars 


while the county tax payers pay into 
it something over thirteen thousand 
dollars. 
Many other interesting facts were 
wrought out, but if the women could 
read them all 
in th e paper, they 
wouldn’t a ttend these monthly meet­ 
ings. 
Mrs. J. A. Th a bes gave a 
very 
complete account of the organiza­ 
tion. the duties and the compensa­ 
tion of 
the comity 
commissioners. 
She said that, in a sentence, it was 
be duty of t h e county treasurer to 
collect the taxes, and of the county 
commissioners to spend them. 
As the discussion of county m a t­ 
ters was so interesting, and took so 
long, the questions on city officers, 
taxes, etc., were postponed until next 
m o n th ’s meeting. 
The review of the 
article on taxation iii the good gov­ 
ernment series of articles prepared 
by t h e slate office, will also be given 
at the next meeting.
